back to said second reflecting layer to increase the effective brightness of said second 
light source, partially collimating a fraction of said light of a second color, directing the 
partially collimated said light of a second color to said imaging light modulator and 
spatially modulating said partially collimated said light of a second color to form a 
second image;" and.during said third sub-frame "recycling a portion of said light of a 
third color back to said third reflecting layer to increase the effective brightness of said 
third light source, partially collimating a fraction of said light of a third color, directing the 
partially collimated said light of a third color to said imaging light modulator and spatially 
modulating said partially collimated said light of a third color to form a third image.".
